No  garden  is  complete  without  Roses.  Everyone  knows  the  Rose  is  the  most  beautiful  and 
showy  of  all  flowers,  but  not  everyone  knows  that  it  is  also  the  most  hardy  of  all  blooming  plants. 
It  requires  but  little  knowledge  of  plant  culture  to  start  the  Rose  in  the  right  direction.  After 
that  Mother  Nature  takes  a  hand,  and,  where  conditions  are  at  all  favorable,  the  plant  does  the  rest. 


Plant  More  Roses  This  Year 

With  the  thought  of  the  hardiness  of  the  Rose  in 
mind — dwell  but  a  moment  on  the  beauty  of  all  Roses. 
Some  varieties  are  finer  than  others,  having  larger, 
more  perfect  flowers,  richer  scents  or  a  color  that  might 
attract  one  individual  more  than  another,  but  every 
Rose,  worthy  of  the  name,  is  always  an  ornament  to 
any  house. 

Rose  growing  is  a  most  fascinating  work.  The  thing 
we  labor  over  grows  dearer  to  us;  so  the  joy  that  comes 
from  having  richly  colored  Roses  all  summer  amply 
repays  the  gardener  for  the  time  spent  in  nurturing  his 
Roses.  If  you  have  never  tried  planting  Roses,  try  some 
of  our  new  varieties  this  year — or  plant  some  of  the 
old  stand-bys,  if  you  prefer.  At  any  rate,  GET  AC¬ 
QUAINTED  WITH  ROSES! 


Some  varieties  may  be  easier  for  the  amateur  gar¬ 
dener  to  get  best  results  from.  There  are,  for  instance, 
the  hardy  and  yet  ever  exquisite  Radiance  Roses,  which 
we  feature  in  rich,  glowing  pink  or  crimson  shades;  the 
Lady  Ursula,  a  pale  pink;  the  Rhea  Reid,  a  flaunting 
beauty  of  brilliant  scarlet;  Gruss  an  Teplitz,  a  gay,  red, 
free-blooming  variety;  Kaiserin  Augusta  Victoria,  a 
regal,  creamy  white;  Columbia,  of  unusual  size  and 
fragrance,  a  dainty  shell  pink;  or  the  Alexander  Hill 
Gray,  if  you  want  a  rich,  true  yellow. 

Any  of  the  above  varieties  are  dependable  and  can 
be  counted  upon  to  bloom  freely.  Not  only  will  they 
bloom  as  early  as  May,  but  will  produce  flowers  on  the 
new  growth  all  summer,  and  the  cool  nights  of  early 
autumn  will  stimulate  a  second  blooming  equal  to,  and 
often  superior  to,  that  of  spring. 
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Start  a  garden  diary  in  order  to  avoid  last  year’s  mistake. 


WHERE  TO  PLANT.  The  average  home  grounds 
can  usually  furnish  several  available  spaces  for  rose 
beds.  Choose  a  place  where  the  sun  will  shine  for  at 
least  one-half  the  day,  and,  if  possible,  facing  to  the 
South  or  Southeast.  Avoid  planting  too  close  to  trees 
or  hedges  as  they  take  the  nourishment  away  from  the 
roses.  Select  a  well  drained  place,  both  surface  and 
underground;  roses  do  not  like  wet  feet.  Try  to  com¬ 
bine  in  your  location  as  many  of  these  conditions  as 
possible,  because,  while  no  point  is  absolute,  all  are  im¬ 
portant;  but  don’t  give  up  the  prospect  of  growing 
roses  for  the  lack  of  some  one  of  them.  If  you  are 
earnest  in  your  endeavor  you  can  soon  provide  the 
essentials. 

SOILS.  Any  soil  that  will  grow  vegetables  or  other 
crops  will  grow  roses,  but  they  like  a  rather  stiff,  clay 
soil  that  is  at  the  same  time  porous.  They  will  also  grow 
in  sandy  soils  to  which  a  portion  of  clay  loam  has  been 
added,  and  likewise  if  the  soil  is  too  heavy  a  little  sand 
may  be  mixed  with  it  for  better  drainage.  Some  soils 
are  too  acid  for  best  results  for  roses  and  need  an  appli¬ 
cation  of  ground  limestone.  The  application  of  lime 
will  benefit  most  soils  but  will  not  harm  any.  Apply  at 
the  rate  of  one  pound  per  square  yard  of  surface.  If 
hydrated  lime  is  used,  apply  only  half  as  much. 

PREPARING  THE  SOIL.  Having  selected  the  loca¬ 
tion  and  decided  upon  the  size  and  shape  of  your  beds, 
you  are  ready  to  prepare  the  soil.  The  results  you  obtain 
in  growing  roses  will  depend  to  a  great  extent  on  the 
thoroughness  of  this  operation.  Eighteen  inches  is  not 
too  deep  to  spade  or  fork  the  soil,  as  the  roots  of  roses 
often  extend  even  deeper  than  this  in  their  search  for 
food  and  moisture.  After  the  soil  has  been  worked  up, 
level  with  a  rake,  at  the  same  time  pulverizing  the  soil 
as  much  as  possible  to  make  all  the  plant  food  available. 

FERTILIZER.  Closely  related  to  the  preparation  of 
the  soil  is  the  proper  kind  of  fertilizer  to  use.  Much  has 
been  said  for  and  against  barn  yard  manures,  but  no 
fertilizer  has  been  found  that  will  give  better  results  in 
growing  roses  than  half  rotted  cow  manure;  and  espe¬ 
cially  when  the  rose  beds  are  first  prepared.  A  three- 
inch  layer  spread  on  the  top  of  the  bed  and  thoroughly 
mixed  with  the  soil  will  give  wonderful  results.  If  barn¬ 
yard  manure  is  not  available,  any  other  good  commer¬ 
cial  fertilizer  is  the  next  best.  Apply  at  the  rate  of  two 
ounces  for  every  plant  to  be  planted.  Ground  bone  meal 
may  be  worked  in  at  the  time  the  roses  are  set  or  ap¬ 
plied  any  time  thereafter.  It  is  slow  acting  from  which 
you  get  results  for  several  months  and  years  afterwards. 
One  pound  may  be  applied  to  every  square  yard  of  bed 
surface.  If  possible  all  fertilizers,  except  those  used  in 
after  years  as  a  food,  should  be  applied  several  weeks 
before  the  roses  are  planted.  Roses  require  liberal  appli¬ 
cations  of  fertilizers,  and  it  is  not  often  that  too  much 
manures  are  used.  However,  when  manures  have  been 
applied  for  a  long  number  of  years  to  the  same  beds 
there  is  danger  of  the  soil  becoming  too  light,  and  firing 
or  burning  of  the  roses  results. 

TIME  TO  PLANT.  This  depends  on  the  section  of 
the  country  in  which  you  live.  With  us  in  the  South  and 
Southwest,  roses  may  be  planted  any  time  from  the  first 
of  October  until  the  first  of  June,  excepting  those 
periods  during  the  colder  winter  months  when  the 
ground  is  frozen.  Pot  grown  roses  may  be  planted  at 
any  time  of  the  year  if  water  is  available  to  firmly 
establish  them  in  the  ground  and  allow  the  new  roots 


to  take  hold.  Autumn  and  early  spring  planting  of  roses, 
however,  is  preferred  because  the  roots  get  established 
before  hot  weather. 


TREATMENT  ON  ARRIVAL.  As  soon  as  you  re¬ 
ceive  the  package  from  the  express  office  or  postman, 
unpack  at  once  and  place  in  a  shady  place.  Do  not  un¬ 
wrap  the  roots  until  ready  to  plant.  Do  not  expose  roots 
to  the  sun  or  wind.  If  unable  to  plant  the  roses  as  soon 
as  they  arrive,  “heel  them  in”  in  the  garden  until  you 
are  ready  to  plant  them.  If  “heeled  in,”  press  the  soil 
cover  firmly  around  the  roots  to  keep  down  evaporation. 


PLANTING.  Planting  roses  is  not  a  serious  or  com¬ 
plicated  job;  on  the  other  hand  it  is  amazingly  easy. 
When  ready  to  plant,  remember  again  that  the  roots 
must  be  kept  from  the  wind  and  sun.  The  best  plan  is 
to  keep  the  roots  covered  with  a  damp  piece  of  burlap 
or  of  other  packing  material.  Unwrap  each  plant  just 
before  placing  it  in  the  ground.  The  size  of  the  rose 
bed  may  be  any  width,  length,  or  shape  as  desired,  but 
in  planting  the  roses  allow  two  and  one-half  to  three 

feet  apart  each 
way  for  each 
rose  bush.  This 
allows  plenty  of 
room  for  proper 
development.  If 
only  a  single  row 
is  planted  they 
may  be  set  two 
Just  right  Right  Shanked  feet  apart  in  the 

row  and  still  have 
plenty  of  room.  Make  the  holes  in  the  bed  plenty  big 
enough  to  accommodate  the  roots  in  a  natural  and 
uncramped  position,  neither  too  deep  nor  too  shallow 
(see  illustration).  If  pot  grown  roses  are  being  planted, 
set  about  one  inch  deeper  than  the  surface  of  the  pot 
and  do  not  break  the  ball  of  earth  that  holds  the  roots.

Settle  well  pulverized  soil  in  around  the  roots,  so  as  to 
fill  up  every  air  space,  and  so  that  every  single  root, 
will  be  entirely  enclosed  in  soil.  When  the  hole  is  half 
filled,  and  roots  covered,  press  the  soil  down  firmly  with 
the  hands;  then  fill  the  hole  with  water,  and  let  it  drain 
away;  fill  in  level  with  soil,  and  tamp  it  carefully  but 
firmly,  then  give  a  final  covering  of  soil,  which  should 
be  about  level  with  the  surrounding  turf,  but  not  high 
enough  to  let  the  water  run  away  when  it  rains. 


CULTIVATION  AND  WATERING.  As  a  general 
rule  Mother  Nature  attends  to  her  job  of  watering  the 
trees  and  plants,  but  weather  conditions  vary  and  roses 
need  plenty  of  water  as  well  as  sunshine,  so  it  is  well 
to  aid  Mother  Nature  by  man-made  methods,  and  when 
dry  weather  comes,  resort  to  artificial  watering.  Make 
a  good  job  of  watering  your  plants.  Don’t  just  soak  the 
surface  of  the  ground  for  an  inch  or  two.  Soak  the  dirt 
well  all  the  way  down  below  the  roots.  Late  afternoon 
is  the  best  time  to  water  as  evaporation  is  not  so  great 
as  it  is  during  the  hotter  part  of  the  day.  As  soon  as  the 
surface  of  the  bed  has  dried  out  enough  to  allow  culti¬ 
vation,  scratch  the  entire  surface  about  an  inch  deep 
and  leave  in  a  finely  pulverized  condition.  Frequent  cul¬ 
tivations  are  more  beneficial  than  watering  every  day. 
Cultivate  at  least  once  a  week  and  oftener  if  possible, 
and  always  as  soon  after  watering  or  a  rain  as  the  soil 
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In  the  South,  Roses  are  dormant  only  a  short  period  for  about  one  month. 

why  Vestal  Roses  are  so  successful,  because  they  are  shipped 
with  active  roots  encased  in  a  ball  of  earth. 
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is  in  a  condition  for  cultivation.  Keep  all  weeds  and 
grass  out  of  the  rose  beds  and  do  not  plant  other  flowers 
in  the  same  bed  with  roses. 

MULCHING.  This  serves  to  retain  the  moisture  and 
also  to  preserve  a  suitable  temperature.  A  dust  mulch 
is  maintained  by  frequent  hoeing  and  is  perhaps  the 
best  method,  although  during  the  hot  months  a  strawy 
cow  or  horse  stable  manure,  that  will  not  heat,  is  very 
beneficial.  Peat  moss  may  be  applied  three  or  four 
inches  all  over  the  rose  beds  during  the  summer  months. 
It  keeps  the  soil  cooler  and  stops  weed  growth.  This 
may  be  removed  in  the  fall  to  be  followed  by  a  mulch 
of  manure  for  winter  protection  and  an  early  spring 
feed. 

WINTER  PROTECTION.  In  the  South  and  South¬ 
west  it  is  not  necessary  to  give  roses  any  winter  pro¬ 
tection  other  than  a  straw  mulch.  Farther  North,  how¬ 
ever,  the  tender  varieties  should  be  mounded  up  from 
8  to  12  inches  with  soil  around  the  base  of  the  plants 
and  the  tops  wrapped  with  straw  and  burlap.  This  is 
only  recommended  in  sections  where  the  weather  is  be¬ 
low  zero  and  remains  at  this  temperature  for  a  long 
period.  In  warm  sections,  if  the  plants  are  wrapped  the 
covering  should  be  removed  as  soon  as  the  cold  spell  is 
over.  If  allowed  to  be  covered  too  long  the  tops  of  the 
plants  rot. 

PRUNING.  A  good  rule  to  follow  with  pruning  bush 
roses  is  to  cut  out  all  dead  wood  at  any  time  of  the  year 
that  it  is  noticed.  Uneven  growth  may  also  be  pruned 
back  at  any  time  of  the  year  without  injury.  The  main 
pruning  in  the  spring  may  be  done  in  January,  Feb¬ 
ruary,  or  March,  depending  on  the  section.  With  a  hand¬ 
saw  and  pruning  shears,  remove  all  dead  wood  and  other 
wood  that  has  lost  its  usefulness  to  the  main  plant. 
Care  should  be  used  to  keep  the  plants  as  symmetrical

as  possible,  at  the  same  time  removing  all  the  dead, 
weak,  over  crowded  and  otherwise  useless  shoots.  New 
plants  should  be  cut  back  to  within  six  inches  of  the 
ground,  and  older  plants  one-half  to  two-thirds  of  the 
previous  season’s  growth.  By  thinning  out  the  shoots, 
more  strength  is  left  for  the  main  stalks.  If  budded  or 
grafted  roses  have  been  planted,  the  gardener  should 
keep  a  sharp  lookout  for  ground  suckers  and  cut  them 
off  before  they  have  time  to  draw  much  sap  strength 
from  the  main  root  system.  In  the  pruning  out  of 
shoots  they  may  be  entirely  cut  away  to  the  base  of  the 
plant,  or  to  its  starting  point  on  the  older  shoot,  from 
which  it  springs.  When  the  plant  has  been  pruned,  the 
shoots  should  be  left  as  nearly  as  possible  as  equal 


distance  from  each  other,  so  that  the  plant  presents  a 
well  balanced  appearance  at  all  times.  Climbing  Roses 
should  only  be  pruned  immediately  after  their  blooming 
period.  At  this  time  cut  out  all  dead  parts  and  remove 
most  of  the  growth  that  is  over  two  years  old.  Climb¬ 
ing  roses  bloom  freest  on  second  year  growth.  Tip  back 
all  the  present  season’s  growth  at  least  one-third  to 
one-half.  The  lateral  shoots  that  come  from  these  canes 
will  give  the  best  blossoms  next  season.  Tipping  back 
the  long  canes  on  everblooming  climbing  roses  causes 
them  to  bloom  more  during  the  summer  and  fall. 


OWN  ROOT  ROSES  vs.  GRAFTED  OR  BUDDED 
ROSES.  Every  rose-grower  should  learn  the  difference. 
In  a  budded  or  grafted  rose,  the  top  of  a  good  flowering 
variety  has  to  be  joined  and  made  to  grow  onto  the 
root  of  a  wild  rose.  An  own  root  rose  never  borrowed 
roots.  It  stands  on  its  own  feet,  so  that,  if  the  top  be 
winter  killed  the  new  growth  from  the  root  will  bloom 
true  as  at  first.  Not  so  with 

the  budded  or  grafted  rose,  f  ,  \  •  \  (  I;  . 


If  the  top  be  killed,  the  wild 
root  is  worthless;  throw  it 
out. 

As  a  general  rule,  for  ap¬ 
plication  over  a  broad  area, 
the  experience  of  many  peo¬ 
ple  in  many  different  locali¬ 
ties  indicates  a  preference 
for  own  root  roses  in  as 
many  varieties  as  will  make 
satisfactory  and  vigorous 
growth.  Some  varieties,  how¬ 
ever,  when  grown  on  their 
own  roots  are  not  thrifty 
and  vigorous.  Such  kinds 
should  be  obtained  in  plants 
that  have  been  budded  or 
grafted  onto  the  roots  of  a 
strong  growing  rose  in  or< 
growth  and  abundant  bloom. 


The  Way  to  Prune  and  Thin 
Out  Climbing  Roses

When  planting  own  root  roses,  set  in  the  soil  an  inch 
deeper  than  the  stain  of  the  soil  on  the  stem  indicates 
it  grew  before.  When  planting  budded  or  grafted  roses, 
set  with  the  joint  or  union  of  top  and  root  one  inch 
below  the  surface  of  the  soil,  and  watch  for  suckers. 
If  there  appears  any  growth  origination  below  the 
union,  dig  away  the  soil  and  cut  it  off  close  up  to  the 
stem;  otherwise  it  may  grow  up  and  crowd  out  the 
flower-bearing  part  of  the  plant.  With  few  exceptions 
Vestal’s  Roses  are  all  grown  on  their  own  roots. 


Diseases  of  Roses 

(Roses  are  readily  susceptible  to  a  number  of  dis¬ 
eases  and  pests.  Three  of  the  most  common  that  bring 
disaster  to  the  rose-growers  in  the  South  are  Rose  Lice, 
Black  Spot  and  Mildew.  Spraying  with  certain  germi¬ 
cides  is  the  preventive  as  well  as  the  cure  for  these  pests. 

It  would  be  splendid  if  spraying  could  be  made  a 
community  movement  and  all  rose-growers  in  a  neigh¬ 
borhood  would  get  out  with  spraying  outfits  before  the 
destructive  pests  and  diseases  get  a  start  in  the  spring. 

We  are  constantly  receiving  inquiries  as  to  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  Black  Spot  and  Mildew.  These  two  diseases 
which  quickly  defoliate  and  devitalize  our  Roses  are 
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We  are  continually  striving  to  make  our  catalogs  more  attractive  and  useful  to  our 
friends  and  we  will  welcome  any  suggestions  how  this  can  be  accomplished.  What 
can  we  do  that  will  assist  you  in  growing  better  and  lovlier  flowers? 


said  by  Dr.  Massey,  leading  American  Pathologist,  to 
be  controllable.  It  is  infinitely  better  of  course  to  use 
preventives  than  to  wait  until  the  plant  is  diseased  and 
then  try  to  cure  it.  If  your  roses  have  ever  been  af¬ 
fected,  or  if  you  hope  to  keep  them  from  ever  being  so, 
our  advice  would  be  to  begin  today  with  dusting  or 
spraying  your  plants  diligently.  This  is  one  place  where 
the  old  slogan,  “An  ounce  of  prevention  is  worth  a 
pound  of  cure,”  will  certainly  hold  good. 

POWDERY  MILDEW.  There  is  nothing  more  dis¬ 
couraging  to  the  amateur  rose-grower  than  the  diseases 
of  his  roses,  of  which  mildew  is  perhaps  one  of  the  most 
injurious.  Black  Spot  and  Mildew  can  be  controlled  by 
proper  sanitation  and  applications  of  the  right  methods. 
Since  all  roses  are  as  readily  susceptible  to  disease,  it 
remains  for  the  rose-grower  to  take  every  precaution. 
Mildew  is  perhaps  found  more  often  among  the  Climb¬ 
ing  and  Rambler  variety  of  roses;  especially  is  this  true 
of  the  Crimson  Rambler.  I,t  has  been  found  that  varie¬ 
ties  differ  greatly  in  their  susceptibility.  Although  Ram¬ 
blers  and  Climbers  are  especially  susceptible  to  Mildew, 
they  will  be  found  to  suffer  less  severely  from  the  dis¬ 
ease  when  grown  away  from  the  walls  so  that  they  have 
a  good,  free  air  exposure.  This  is  explained  on  the  basis 
of  moisture  relations,  the  air  drying  the  plants  quickly. 
Fungus  spores,  like  seeds  of  higher  plants,  require  mois¬ 
ture  to  germinate,  and  it  is  characteristic  of  most  fungi 
that  they  flourish  under  moist  conditions. 


of  Mildew  and  Black  Spot  is  that  of  covering  the  leaf 
with  some  fungicide  that  will  prevent  the  spore  of  the 
fungus  from  penetrating  the  cuticle.  Spores  need  mois¬ 
ture  for  germination  and  under  favorable  conditions  will 
send  out  a  germ-tube  and  penetrate  the  leaf  within  a 
very  few  hours.  Once  Black  Spot  is  within  the  leaf 
tissue,  there  is  no  known  treatment,  non-injurious  to  the 
leaf,  that  can  be  given  which  will  destroy  the  parasite. 
The  idea  then  is  to  have  the  fungicide  present  on  the 
leaf  when  the  necessary  moisture  for  germination  and 
infection  is  present.  This  means  that  the  fungicide 
should  be  and  must  be  applied  before  rains,  so  that  it 
may  adhere  to  the  leaf;  that  it  must  be  so  highly  insol¬ 
uble  that  it  is  not  readily  washed  away,  but  not  so 
much  so  but  that  it  will  go  into  solution  as  needed;  that 
it  must  be  fatal  to  the  fungus  and  uninjurious  to  the 
rose. 

Spray  the  entire  plant,  both  foliage  and  stems  every 
two  weeks  with  ten  level  tablespoons  full  of  Bordeaux 
Mixture  to  each  gallon  of  water.  If  the  dry  form  of 
Bordeaux  is  used,  take  one  part  Bordeaux  and  four 
parts  dry  hydrated  lime  thoroughly  mixed  together  and 
dust  all  the  plants  and  grounds,  using  a  burlap  sack  for 
a  duster.  Either  manner  is  good,  so  whichever  is  the 
most  convenient  may  be  used. 

You  may  combine  equal  parts  of  arsenate  of  lead 
and  Bordeaux  Mixture  together  for  Black  Spot,  Mil- 


SYMPTOMS.  The  first  signs  of  the  disease  are  gray¬ 
ish  or  whitish  spots  on  the  young  leaves  and  shoots. 
Frequently  the  unopened  buds  are  white  with  Mildew 
before  the  leaves  are  affected  to  any  great  extent.  These 
spots  quickly  enlarge,  a  felt-like  coating  of  a  white 
powdery  appearance  being  commonly  found  on  the  stems 
and  thorns.  Later  the  Mildew  appearance  is  less  con¬ 
spicuous  or  entirely  lost,  the  affected  areas  turning 
black. 


SYMPTOMS  (Black  Spot).  Black  Spot  may  be  recognized  by  the  black 
spot  on  leaves  and  petioles,  by  the  leaves  yellowing  prematurely  and  by  defolia¬ 
tion.  The  more  or  less  circular  spots  may  reach  a  diameter  of  a  half  inch  or 
more,  are  black  in  color,  and  have  irregularly  fringed  margins.  They  appear  in 
late  Spring  and  early  Summer  and  only  on  the  upper  surface  of  the  leaves.  Dur¬ 
ing  early  Summer  and  the  Autumn,  when  cool  nights  and  heavy  dews  prevail, 
the  disease  increases  rapidly  and  frequently  becomes  epidemic  in  its  severity. 

REMEDIES.  The  one  measure  that  has  been  found  successful  in  the  control 


BLACK  SPOT.  Black  Spot  is  probably  the  most 
commonly  known  and  most  deadly  and  destructive  dis¬ 
ease  of  the  rose.  It  occurs  wherever  roses  are  grown, 
is  frequently  epidemic  in  its  severity  and  is  always  a 
factor  demanding  consideration  by  both  the  commercial 
grower  and  the  fancier. 

The  gardener  should  not  only  consider  the  fact  that 
this  disease  quickly  defoliates  the  plant  and  greatly  de¬ 
creases  the  number  of  blossoms  produced,  but  it  makes 
the  plant  very  unsightly,  thus  marring  the  appearance  of  his  garden. 

Some  gardeners  have  hesitated  to  use  the  sprays  advertised  widely 
because  of  the  fact  that  they  so  discolor  the  foliage  of  the  plants  or 
the  buildings  that  they  happen  to  fall  upon.  This  is  not  the  case 
now,  and  the  gardener  can  control  Black  Spot  in  a  way  not  so  complicated 
and  yet  quite  as  efficient  in  the  suppression  of  this  dread  disease.  In  the  new 
sprays  we  are  pleased  to  offer  the  recommendations  for  control  must  be  fol¬ 
lowed  closely,  for  one  must  realize  that  even  the  delay  of  a  few  hours  in  the 
application  of  a  fungicide  may  mean  the  difference  between  success  and  failure.

will  not  be  necessary  except  when  insects  are  eating  the 
foliage. 

Insects  Common  to  Roses 

There  are  a  great  many  insect  pests  that  destroy 
the  life  of  roses,  unless  you  watch  your  plants  carefully 
and  use  the  necessary  insecticides  to  keep  them  free  of 
these  insects. 

GREEN  FLY  OR  APHIS  (Plant  Lice).  Small  green 
sucking  insects  which  usually  gather  in  great  numbers 
upon  the  tips  of  new  growth  during  early  Spring  and 
Fall.  Easily  controlled  with  nicotine  sulphate,  Aphistro- 
gen  or  Red  Arrow,  applied  according  to  directions. 

LEAF  ROLLER.  A  yellowish-white  insect  resembling 
the  butterfly,  laying  its  eggs  on  the  under  side  of  the 
leaf,  which  soon  hatch,  forming  small  worms  that  roll 
the  leaf  around  itself.  Arsenate  of  lead  or  Insectrogen 
applied  to  the  affected  plants  will  rid  them  of  this  pest. 

RED  SPIDER.  This  is  a  very  small  insect,  almost 
indiscernable  to  the  naked  eye,  and  usually  is  to  be 
found  on  the  under  side  of  the  leaves.  A  frequent  strong 
spraying  with  water  from  a  garden  hose  or  an  applica¬ 
tion  of  Volck  is  all  that  is  necessary.

Cultural  Directions  for  Growing  Large  Flowering  Chrysanthemums 

WHEN  TO  PLANT.  This  depends  on  the  section,  but  usually  any  time  that  the  ground  can  be 
worked  from  the  first  of  March  up  to  the  first  of  July. 

SOIL.  Any  soil  that  will  grow  other  flowers  or  crops  will  grow  Chrysanthemums,  preferably  a 
sandy  clay  loam  with  a  mixture  of  well-rotted  cow  manure. 

FEEDING.  Chrysanthemums  are  gross  feeders  but  there  is  no  set  rule  for  the  amount  of  fer¬ 
tilizer  to  use,  as  this  will  depend  on  the  richness  of  the  soil  in  the  beginning.  Liquid  manure  water 
may  be  applied  every  three  weeks  during  the  growing  season  up  to  the  time  the  buds  show  color. 
Do  not  fertilize  after  the  flowers  are  opening. 

TRAINING.  A  strong  outdoor  plant  can  support  four  strong  shoots  and  produce  large  blossoms. 
When  the  plants  are  8  inches  high  pinch  out  the  tops,  and  after  the  new  shoots  appear  select  the 
four  strongest  to  produce  the  blossoms.  Remove  all  the  rest  of  the  shoots  except  these  four.  When 
the  shoots  have  grown  enough  to  need  staking,  tie  them  to  a  stake,  but  not  too  tight. 

Every  5  or  6  days  the  plants  should  be  examined,  and  with  the  thumb  and  forefinger  remove  all 
the  lateral  buds  that  come  out  at  the  axil  of  the  leaves,  but  always  leave  the  main  terminal  bud 
undisturbed  (see  illustration).  The  object  of  removing  the  lateral  shoots  is  to  concentrate  the  whole 
energy  of  the  plant  and  thereby  increase  the  size  of  the  flower.  In  case  the  main  shoot  gets  broken 
off,  select  the  next  strongest  lateral  bud  just  below  and  carry  on  as  before. 

Sometimes  Chrysanthemum  plants  that  are  propagated  in  the  greenhouse  early  in  the  Winter, 
before  the  plants  have  had  a  sufficient  rest,  will  form  flower  buds  in  early  Spring  and  Summer. 
These  will  in  no  way  effect  the  blooming  qualities  of  the  plants  in  the  Fall.  Remove  these  immature 
flower  buds  as  soon  as  noticed,  and  if  they  persist  in  forming,  keep  on  removing  them  by  pinching 
out  the  tops  until  a  strong  growth  shoot  appears  for  the  lower  part  of  the  plant. 

ENEMIES.  Green  and  Black  Aphis  are  the  most  destructive  insect  pests,  but  one  or  two  applica¬ 
tions  of  Nicotine  Sulphate  applied  at  the  rate  of  one  teaspoonful  to  a  quart  of  water  and  sprayed 
on  the  plants  will  completely  destroy  these  insects.

THE  CULTURE  OF  DAHLIAS 

Dahlias  will  grow  equally  well  in  sandy  clay  or  gravelly  soils  if 
given  plenty  of  sunlight  and  the  proper  treatment.  There  is  a  diver¬ 
sity  of  opinion  as  to  the  best  time  to  plant  Dahlias,  but  we  have 
always  found  it  best  to  plant  early  ;  but  good  Dahlias  can  be  grown 
easily  by  planting  the  tubers  as  late  as  June  15.  Fertilize  the  soil 
with  well-rotted  manure.  Commercial  fertilizers  may  also  be  used 
in  combination  with  manure.  A  good  mixture,  consisting  of  4  parts 
bone  meal  and  one  part  nitrate  of  soda,  has  been  found  very  ben¬ 
eficial.  Stir  the  soil  thoroughly  before  planting  to  a  depth  of  15  to 
18  inches.  After  the  plants  are  growing,  cultivate  the  soil  to  a 
depth  of  only  one  to  two  inches.  This  keeps  the  soil  cool  and  pre¬ 
vents  excessive  evaporation.  During  draughts,  water  the  plants 
artificially  every  week  or  ten  days  by  soaking  the  soil  deep.  The 
next  day  stir  the  soil  and  carefully  pulverize  the  top  inch  or  two. 

When  planting  the  tubers  place  them  on  their  sides  and  cover 
two  or  three  inches  deep.  As  soon  as  the  shoots  appear  remove  all 
but  the  strongest  one,  and  pinch  out  the  center  of  that  one  as  soon 
as  three  or  four  pairs  of  leaves  have  formed,  thus  causing  it  to 
branch  below  the  surface  of  the  ground.  As  the  plants  develop  drive 
a  stout  stake  near  the  stem  and  tie  the  branches  to  it.  To  increase 
the  size  of  the  blooms  remove  all  the  lateral  buds  to  give  all  the 
strength  to  the  main  bud.  In  this  way  fewer  blossoms  are  developed 
but  are  of  higher  quality  and  size.

A  Back  Yard  Lily  Pool 

Every  home  may  possess  a  back  yard  lily  pool — even  the  rented  house.  For  a  simple,  beautiful  pool  may  be  built  of  a  barrel  or  a 
tub.  A  plain  wash  tub  painted  blue  inside  and  sunk  to  its  rim  in  the  soil ;  half  a  barrel,  a  wooden  lard  tub — all  these  can  be  used.  A 
particularly  beautiful  pool  may  be  really  a  group  of  pools,  made  from  three  or  four  sunken  tubs,  with  moisture-loving  plants  placed  in 
between.  But  if  a  '‘regular  pool”  is  desired — one  built  of  cement — proceed  in  this  manner:  Select  a  sunny  spot.  Excavate  a  bowl-like 
depression  to  a  depth  of  two  and  one-half  feet,  leaving  sides  at  a  45  degree  angle.  Line  the  sides  and  bottom  with  heavy  wide  mesh  fence 
wire,  supporting  it  two  inches  from  the  ground.  Make  a  cement  mixture  of  one  part  cement,  two  parts  sand,  and  three  parts  gravel. 
Pour  a  three-inch  layer  of  this  mixture,  covering  sides  and  bottom  and  enclosing  wire  reinforcing.  Put  on  another  three-inch  coat 
immediately  and  smooth.  Let  set  a  few  hours  ;  then  put  on  a  quarter-inch  coat,  consisting  of  one  part  sand  and  one  part  cement  gauged 
with  water  :  trowel  down.  Keep  wet  for  three  days.  While  the  concrete  is  still  moist,  add  a  coping  of  stone,  brick  or  concrete.  On  the 
fourth  day,  the  pool  may  be  planted.  The  plants  may  either  be  placed  directly  in  soil  on  the  bottom  of  the  pool  or  planted  in  boxes. 
If  soil  is  put  on  the  bottom  of  the  pool,  let  it  be  at  least  a  foot  deep,  covered  with  one  inch  of  clean  sand  One-third  well-rotted  manure 
and  two-thirds  rich  loam  is  a  good  mixture.  Plant  the  lily  roots  so  that  the  crown  is  even  with  the  top  of  the  soil.  Do  not  bury  the 
crown.  Place  at  least  eight  inches  of  water  in  the  pool  above  the  soil  surface.

CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS 

For  most  pools  lilies  may  be  planted  in  boxes  2  feet  square  as 
shown  in  diagram.  For  best  results  plant  only  one  lily  to  each 
box.  Shallow  water  plants  may  be  set  in  the  same  box  with  lilies 
to  the  advantage  of  both. 

The  best  soil  to  use  is  a  mixture  of  three  parts  good  garden 
soil  and  one  part  well-rotted  cow  manure.  Bone  meal  may  also  be 
mixed  with  the  soil,  and  this  is  a  good  fertilizer  to  feed  plants 
that  appear  starved  out. 

Water  lilies  should  be  set  with  the  crown  of  the  plant  just 
even  with  the  surface  of  the  soil,  which  is  then  covered  with  one 
inch  of  sand  to  keep  the  water  clean.  Allow  from  3  to  5  feet 
between  lilies  in  the  pool  for  proper  development. 

Eight  to  twelve  inches  of  water  above  the  crown  is  best  for 
the  production  of  blossoms.  Full  sunlight  is  necessary  for  the 
best  growth  and  formation  of  the  blossoms. 

Hardy  water  lilies  in  the  South  can  be  planted  anytime  after 
the  first  of  February  whenever  the  weather  is  not  freezing.  Tropical 
lilies  should  not  be  planted  until  all  danger  of  freezing  is  past. 
In  our  section  this  is  usually  about  the  middle  of  March.

Prepare  the  ground  by  plowing  or  spading  to  the  proper 
width  and  depth.  Open  the  trench  12  inches  wide  by  15  deep. 
Apply  to  this  a  liberal  amount  of  well-rotted  stable  manure, 
and  if  this  is  not  available,  bone  meal  or  some  high-grade 
fertilizer.  Mix  the  manure  or  fertilizer  thoroughly  with  the 
soil.  Set  the  plants  in  a  straight  line  in  the  trench  one  foot 
apart,  about  one  inch  deeper  than  they  originally  stood  in 
the  nursery  row.  Firm  the  earth  well  about  the  roots,  level 
off,  and  then  cut  the  plants  back  to  within  four  inches  of 
the  ground.  In  the  spring,  after  the  plants  have  made  a 
growth  of  six  or  eight  inches,  cut  off  one-half  of  this  growth, 
both  sides  and  top,  and  proceed  in  a  like  manner  with  each 
succeeding  growth  until  your  hedge  has  reached  the  desired 
height  and  width.  Cultivate  well.

All  annual  flowers  are  easily  and  most  successfully  grown  from  seed  and  offer  a  large  field  for  selection.  No  matter  for  what  purpose 
you  may  want  flowers — for  cutting,  for  garden  beds,  for  color,  or  for  foliage  effect — you  will  find  ample  material  among  them  from  which 
to  select.  In  buying  flower  seeds  it  is  a  matter  of  greatest  importance  to  you  to  know  that  the  seeds  you  are  getting  have  been  produced 
from  the  best  plants — those  bearing  the  finest  flowers.  It  is  only  through  great  care  in  breeding,  constant  and  most  careful  reselection,  that 
plants  and  flowers  are  brought  up  to  and  kept  at  a  high  standard  of  perfection.  Our  seeds  are  secured  only  from  such  strains. 

OF1  ANIVTT  AT  €1  All  annuals  can  be  sown  in  the  garden  in  March  when  the  ground  is  warm,  either  in  a  seed  bed  or 

**  xli\_r  xliliilJillju  directly  in  the  spaces  where  they  are  to  grow.  There  are  some  annuals,  such  as  Poppies,  Eschscholt- 

zia.  Mignonette,  Centaurea,  and  the  like,  which,  on  account  of  lack  of  fibrous  roots,  cannot  be  transplanted  without  a  great  set-back  to  the 
plant.  These  should  be  sown,  either  broadcast  or  in  rows,  in  the  location  desired.  Most  of  the  annual  flowers,  however,  benefit  by  being  trans¬ 
planted  as,  it  develops  for  them  a  better  root-system.  These  are  better  started  in  a  coldframe  or  a  specially  prepared  seed-bed  of  rich  soil, 
deeply  dug  and  finely  sifted  on  top.  Sow  the  seed  in  shallow  drills  or  in  squares  of  a  convenient  size,  partitioned  off  with  laths.  Most  flower 
seeds  are  small  and  can  only  be  covered  with  about  %  inch  of  soil ;  the  very  fine  seeds  are  simply  pressed  into  the  soil.  Water  carefully 
through  a  fine  hose  so  as  not  to  wash  the  seed  out,  and  keep  the  soil  moist  constantly.  On  warm,  sunny  days  some  shade  should  be  given 
during  mid-day.  When  the  seedlings  are  large  enough  to  handle,  they  can  be  transplanted  1  inch  apart  into  another  seed  bed,  or  if  they  are 
not  too  close  together,  they  may  be  left  in  the  original  bed  until  large  enough  to  transplant  into  permanent  places.  Always  remember  that 
flowers  need  rich  soil,  an  open  sunny  situation,  and  sufficient  space  between  plants  for  proper  development.
